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Teen Recreation Is Mayoral Debate Issue

A mayoral candidates debate 
Wednesday morning at Mount 
St. Joseph Academy produced 
no startling developments in the 
four way race for chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the city. But it allow¬ 
ed the candidates to shoot a tew 
arrows of criticism and restate 
their platforms, 

A student question and 

remarks by candidate Ralph 
Rice raised a new issue in the 
race — recreational facilities in 
tlte city. 

The four candidates — incum- 
bent Harold J. Nichols. Charles 
A Shorttii, William J. Fbley, 
and Rico — began with 

platform statements and then 
answered questions from the 
audience. 

The recreation issue was rais¬ 
ed by Ralph Rice in his 
platform statement Rice called 
for the 'Intelligent 

development" of the Rocky 
Pond area as a recreation spot 
and said more should b e done in 
the line ol youth organizations, 
such as a city rifle dub, “it’s 
time to gel moving with 
youth,' 1 Rice said. 

The recreation entertainment 

issue was advanced further by 
Todd Father gill, an mi stu¬ 
dent, who said he didn't think 
the city's young people had 
enough to do on weekends, 

FothergiU said he felt the 
program of the city’s Recrea¬ 
tion Department was in¬ 
adequate. He was backed up by 
student applause when he made 
the statemerit, 

Foley, first to answer the 
question, said he would first 
want to find out just what the 
young people wanted before 
proposing anything. 

Rice said he favored giving 
the youth of the city a budding 
where they could plan and 
operate their own dances and

other activities. The activities 
would be supervised, but the 
young people would be in 
charge, Rice said. 

(Such a building would be 
nothing new. During the late 
1950s, Rotary Field House was 
transformed into Teen Town, a 
student-operated center. But 
apathy and vandalism soon set

Recreation Department has a 
teen center, The Cellar, set 
apart at Lawrence Recreation 
Center.) 

Nichols said he left recreation 
matters to the city's recreation 
superintendent, John Cioffredi. 
He said be felt Cioffredi was a 
good superintendent and "is

Shortic also said the city 
government first had to find out 
what the students wanted.

^Bottle cap*, clothes pins, 
deterge eii bottle*, and atones 
may sound like a bunch of junk 
lo some people. But to a recrea¬ 
tion and game leader, they're 
essential materials for game* 
and tricks which promote im- 
agination arid entertainment for 
persons of all age groups. 

Miss Margaret Mulac, of 
Cleveland. Ohio, a specf&IIst In 
recreation and author of several 
books on recreation, 
demonstrated the many uses of 
these objects in a "leara-hy- 
doing" recreation workshop 
held at the Lawrence Recrea¬ 
tion Center an Wednesday. 

The clinic drew a group of 
about £5 person* representing 
Brandon Training School, the 
Girl Seoul Day Camp. Spring 
Lake Ranch. ihe FtuCand 
Women's Club, t-H groups, the 
Rutland Senior Citizens Club, 
and various church school 
organizations. 

Throughout her demonstra¬ 
tion, Miss Miulac stressed the 
importance of knowing ihe 
materials available and 
understanding when to use them 
in a creative manner to suit 
each different group. 

She illustrated her point with 
a demonstration of secern 1 dif¬ 
ferent games and tricks. 

One game brought In the use 
of bottle caps in a type of "pern 
nyplichiniT game, and Again 
In a game where two players 
remove ail her one. two. or 
three caps from a pile of 15 
unlit one player is sluck »ilh 
the last cap and is thus the 
loser. (She also explained the 
foolproof way to win that 
game.) 

Miss Mulac continued her 
clinic with other examples of 
games to suit the participant* 
and the material*. A beanbag 
game for uncoordinated persons 
and a simple bad catch game 
using the end of s deter gen r 
battle were two of those. 

To the representatives from 
Brandon Training School and 
Spring Lake Ranch, Miss Mulac 
_ Cited several personal incident* 
wtth mental patient* in mental 
hospitals and said the .best way 
m Interest an emotional !y 
disturbed or withdrawn persmi

can use and enjoy anywhere at 
anytime and obtain some good 
from it." She said a child 
without money or materials can 
find enjoyment in a game of 
imagination which uses com¬ 
mon materials — ringing a 
detergent bottle with a jar rub¬ 
ber. or a simple 
game. 

Another game which Mia* 
Mulac said ivas economical and 
which created some imagination 
and expression from the 
participants was a type of 
guessing game. She passed 
around several small bag* filled 
with an unknown object Each 
was marked with the first letter 
of the object in the bag, 
Participants were asked to 
guess the contents. "This type 
of entertainment provokes some 
thought from the whole group 
and Is more beneficial to them 
as a whole," Miss Mulac said. 

Detergent bottle games were 
numerous among t h o * e 
demonstrated. One game whs 
played by rolling small plastic 
balls between the bottles, the 
object of course being not to 
knock them down. A second 
game involved tossing bean 
bags at the bottles, and a third 
game was to toss rings around 
the bottles. 

The Ohio specialist charged 
that Bingo is "one of the 
worst games" a senior 
citizens or young people's group 
could play, She said it look no 
ini agination, no initiative, and 
often created ' mnbe 
dissatisfaction than satisfaction.

Aldermanic Recreation Committee Split Gver Plans 
To Develop Pine Hill’s Potential as a Public Park 


A five-point program to 
develop Pine Hill Park into a 
dly recreation area came under 
attack Thursday by Aldermen 
Graigue S Perkins and J, Fred 
Carbine Jr. It barely survived. 

But the two members of the 
Aldterm an La Public Works and 
Recreation and Parks Com¬ 
mittees grudgingly agreed to go 
along with parts of the 
program, as long as it didn't 
call tor spending money. 

Aldermen Gilbert G. Godniek 
and John F- Gallagher embrac¬ 
ed (he plans, drawn up by 
Recreation Department 
Superintendent John F. Ciof- 
fTedt. But both also said they 
had reservations about spending 
"too much" money to develop 
the area. 

The four aldermen agreed 
that the first three parts of ihe, 

program should be looked into 
further. These include checking 
out the coat of impfovitif the 


road leading to Rocky Pond, 
laying out a system of trails, 
and checking the feasibility of 
restoring the park’s picnic area. 

But Perkins and Carbine said 
they are against developing 
Rocky Ponds waterfront for 
swimming and boating and 
renovating the old stone crusher 
plant and quarry into an 
outdoor amphitheater. 

Both said that the people of 
Rutland had shown no Interest 
Id having their lax dollars spent 
on developing the 273-a ere park 
and adjoining pond. The pond 
is owned by the Rutland 
Country Club. 

Gallagher and Godniek both 
said they think that the project 
is an "etcelleni Idea.’ 1 

Godniek warned that if the 
area ii built up, It must have 
protection or it will be wrecked 
by vandals. Rocky Pond's beach 


was opened to the public in 1353 
and a number of buildings and 
camp fireplaces were con 
strutted by area clubs. But 
vandals soon wrecked "the area 
and the public stopped going to 
the beach. 

The only part of Ciotfredi's 
plan with which Perkins agrees 
is the part which calls for cut¬ 
ting natural trails into the 
woodlands for use by winter 
sports enthusiasts and nature 
lovers. 

He said that the naturally 
wild area should be preserved 
and that automobiles should he 
kepi out. 

Gallagher said that the U S. 
Army Corps of Engineers would 
reconstruct the road for the cb 
ty. He also said that state con¬ 
servation officials would help in 
laying out the nature trails. 

Gallagher argued that city of¬ 
ficials have to start now to 


think about providing recreation 
facilities to residents. "This is 
an ideal area, but first we need 
a road." Gallagher said. 

Perkins argued that the area 
could be turned into a recrea¬ 
tion area without too much ex¬ 
pense He said that the road 
wasn’t needed, "I favor trying 
to maintain it as near as possi¬ 
ble to its natural state/' 
Perkins said. 

Carbine said that there are 
other recreational programs 
w'bisch have higher priority than 
Pine Hill Park’s development. 
■The swimming pool and 
Rotary Field's baseball dia¬ 
mond are both in need at 
repairs/’ he said. 

“And there isn't enough public 
support to sway me to put 
money in the development oi 
Pine Hill/' Carbine said.

‘Golden Eagle’ Cards for 
Access to Federal Areas 
Now Available, 

One of America's top bar¬ 
gains for the outdoor enthusi¬ 
ast — the Golden Eagle Pass¬ 
port providing »hc purchaser 
and occupants of his car un¬ 
limited access to federal rec¬ 
reation areas — is on safe in 
the Green Mountain National 
Forest cFfitc in the Post Office 
Building here. 

The passport — a wallet-aze 
plastic card costing »7 — also 
Is available at district ranger 
offices In Kidffebury, R<h*k* 
lor and Manchester Center. 

Passport boklcrs are entitled, 
lor example, to enter Green 
Mountain National Forest de¬ 
veloped campsites, but a daily 
recreation fee will be charged 
at the H&pgood Fond Recrea* 
tion Area ar.d the Greendate, 
Moosalamoo and Chittenden 
Brook caml grounds between 
May 2A and September 6. 

Formerly, the recreation foe 
applied only to the Hapgood 
Pond faridity. 

Purchasers are not limited to 
Vermont's federal facilities. 
The passports ore valid at 
areas across the nation. Ib the 
20-stafe Eastern Region alone 
there are 230 Forest Service 
areas covered by the permits 
including campsites, picnic 
grounds, National Parks, Game 
.Refuses and U. S. Army Corps 
of Engineers facilities 
Green Mountain National For¬ 
est Supervisor John E. Alooek 
said the camping and picnic 
grounds may be used anytime. 
I’But, he pointed out, there is 
limited m keep in (he otf-sea- 
son and w r ater may be shut oft 
to prevent freezing damage. 

Offices celling Golden Eagle 
permits also have available 
National Directories listing des¬ 
ignated federal recreation areas 
in every slate.

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The Felix Calypso Caper

Felix Calypso, wherever you 3re, 
you haven't been forgotten. After 
10 long years, someone is doing 
ytntr bidding — or at least is 
trying to. 

That someone is Recreation 
Superintendent John Cioffredi, who 
will include in his budget request 
this year an item for pacing the 
road Ento Rotary Field Bouse. 
That's something that Felix 
Calypso asked for way back In 
1859, before CioffredE came to 
Rutland. Calypso didn't get his 
way at that time, hut he may very 
well have touched off what were to 
become the student upheavals of 
the 1960s. 

It all began on a spring after¬ 
noon in toss in the very Iasi booth 
on the left-band aisle of the Kong 
Chow Restaurant, where a group 
of student rebate gathered to drink 
tea and plot The Felix Calypso 
Caper, 

The rebels were aware that the 
annual Elks Club Youth Day was 
coming up soon. That's the day 
when a group of high school 
students take over city govern¬ 
ment, hold mock aMermanic 
meetings, and get a close-up look 
at the utods and cogs of City 
Hall. It's £tt interesting and educa¬ 
tional affair, but St's not noted for 
excitement. The rebels decided 
that the IMS Youth Day would be 
deferent, Felix Calypso would in¬ 
vade! 

(Felix Calypso was the name 
given to the ri^tl slutent who 
would lead ihe pack. It was meant 
lo sound like Fidel Castro, 
Remember, in 19S9. Castro was 
still In Ibe mountains, and he was 
a folk hero, at least to CBS 
Television and The New York 
Times. He was not yet a Com¬ 
munist or a collector of Boeing 
Tiffs.) 

It was decided that Calypso and 
his band would crash into (he 
mock a [derm attic meeting and 
present an ultimatum demanding 
[hot the road into Rotary Field 
House be paved, (At that time. 
Rotary Field House was a teen 
center. On ratify nights, (fie dirt 
driveway took on all the 
Unpleasant aspects of an especially 
muddy World War I battlefield.

He mounted the presidential 
platform {much to the astonish¬ 
ment of former City Clerk Henry 
Battles), unrolled a scroll, and 
read (he ultimatum about paving 
the road.

With that. Calypso spun on his 
booted heel and wheeled out of the 
chambers, preceded by two rebels 
and followed by another pair.

Healy, who was seated near the 
door, and raised hi* toy burp gun.

What Upper Castleton of¬ 
ficials want, however, isn't 
sympathy but the official sup¬ 
port of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

Project -officials have recently 
made two unsuccessful trips to 
Montpelier seeking about 
$100 ,500 in stats fundi to help 
pay the local costs of their 
project. 

Under the -project, a recrea¬ 
tion lake and small flood con¬ 
trol darn would be built in 
Whipple Hollow on the 
Ptitsford-Wust Rutland town 
line. Al so, a drainage project 
would be undertaken to dry up 
a good portion of the swamp* 
surrounding West Rutland.

Project officials led by 
Joseph Looney of West Rutland,

But the official reason given 
in Montpelier for a refusal to 
fund the Up er Castleton Proj¬ 
ect is the project's tack of 
regional benefits. 

While project officials don’t 
agree that their project lack* 
regional benefits, they have 
sought to gather proof that such, 
benefits would be resped from 
the project. 

One of the first sources the 
officials looked to for proof was 
the Rutland Region Chamber of 
Commerce. They expected no 
trouble in getting the chamber’s 
backing.

Old Message, Young Accent \

It seems is IF the fates have 
determined that City Hall shall 
forever be in an uproar. For no 
sooner dots the regular Board of 
Aldermen loosen its grip on one of 
the city's departments than a 
teenage Board of Aldermen puts a 
stranglehold on another one. 

The occasion was the annual 
EUta Club Youth Day, held 
Wednesday. That’s when local 
teenagers run the city for a day. 
Ttie high point of the day j s a 
mock aldermanic meeting. This 
year’s mock meeting came only 
I wo day* after the real aldermen 
had renounced their claims on run¬ 
ning the Felice Department.

As In years past, several of the 
young aldermen rose to solemnly 
condemn (he Recreation Depart¬ 
ment for not providing enough fun 
for the city’s teenagers. The 
l e triage recre a tion-su pervisorfer- 
a-day rose to challenge [he board 
She told the members flatly that, 
as usual, tiie facts didn’t support 
their charges. But that didn’t im¬ 
press the young aldermen. They 
ordered a special investigation of 
recitation activates. (Doesn’t that 
have a chillingly familiar ring?) 

Well* I wish the whole thing 
wasn’t a mock affair, because I’m 
certain that the main finding of 
any such investigation would be 
the simple fact that tt T s damned 
near impossible to please most 
teenagers. 

Take the Bo creation 
Department's dances, for example. 
They're held every week or every 
other week, depending on doe 
season and the dance schedule at 
the city’s high schools. Once upon 
a time, the dances were record 
hops, hosted by local disk jbeketfs, 
But the teenagers complained that 
record hops were boring and old- 
fashioned. They wanted live bands. 

So live bands were hired Now it 
(urns out that the hands are 
iifond-rste, at least to discerning 
teenage ears, The young aldermen 
want better bands, Presumably, 
they’ll appropriate the money to 
book the Beatles for a tive-oight 
stand. 


Of course, it wouldn't reifT, 
matter if the Beatles came for fivl 
nights. After the second night, 
they’d bo old-hat. After ill, who 
wants to go to the Recreation 
Center to hear the same old hand 
when It’s possible to hop in dad’s 
car and spin up to the mountain 
nightspots, where they can pay 25 
cents for a Coke? And if that gets 
tiring, there's always New York 
Slate, where alcohol ad* to the 
fun. 

It’s true Hi at the Recreation 
Department could escalate by of¬ 
fering free beer. But the kids 
probably wouldn’t Hke the brand 
("What? No Budwelscr? Let’s go 
someplace swinging!” or would 
insist on mixed drinks. And if the 
mixed drinks were provided, you 
can bet (hat somebody would be 
complaining because Lhe Recrea¬ 
tion Detriment isn't handing twit 
free marijuana. 

H doesn’t seem to matter that 
the department has an ppen in¬ 
vitation for anv teenager to Join 
the Teen Council. The council’s 
purpose la to tell the department 
what sort of activities the 
teenage re would like. The depart¬ 
ment operates op (he philosophy 
Ifcat teenager? like to choose their 
own activities rather than have 
aihdts do the choosing ftj r them. 
And within (he limits of reason 
and a tight budget, the department 
is willing to give the teenagers 
what they ask for 
But none ol [he youthful 
aldermen said anything about the 
Teen Council. They opted instead 
for the investigation. Tiat sort of 
Ehing is lots easier, you see. It lets 
people complain and doesn’t make 
them wot* to solve the problems 
they're squawking about 
It may be true that it’s im 
possible to please a teenager — 
that no matter what arrangements 
were made, the Now Generation 
would be looking over the next 
horixon. But it would be nice If the 
kids who do* all the complaining 
would do a little work before they 
sound off every year at the Youth 
Day aidermanic meeting. Their 
adult counterparts on the Board of 
Aldermen have promised to do as 
much, Let'a see wtiat the kids can 
do.

Answer Soon 


The moment of truth for the 
Municipal Swimming Pool it 
approaching. The question, is, 
as it was last year, whether the 
pool will hold water. 

Recreation Superintendent 
John Cioffredi said Tuesday 
workers were filling the pool to 
see how it would hold. Last 
year, the pool leaked so modi 
it had to be drained and re¬ 
caulked before the pool could 
open. 

This year, a number of re¬ 
pairs have already been made. 
The filters have been filled with 
new sand and gravel. Electrical 
wiring at the pool is being re¬ 
placed New filter gauges have 
been installed. Officials are also 
investigating the cost of replac¬ 
ing or repairing the pool’s main 
,drain, which is faulty. 

Meanwhile, the city may find 
out in July’ whether funds for a 
new pool will be available. City 
voters approved in September 
a $46,000 bond issue for a new 
pool. Federal and state funds 
would pay for most of the $183,- 
000 pool. 

Cioffredi said he had received 
word that the Interagency Com¬ 
mission on Natural Resources 
in Montpelier would have word 
on the pool funding in July. The 
Commission distributes the fed¬ 
eral funds which would be need¬ 
ed to build the pool in Rutland. 

The commission expects no¬ 
tice from Washington in July 
on the size of the federal allot¬ 
ment for recreation projects. 
Once the commission finds how 
much money it has to work 
with, it will decide which com¬ 
munities in Vermont will get 
the money.

Gallagher Put Teachers in City’s Budget 


A move is afoot to have 
$15,000 for salaries of two 
physical education teachers for 
Mount St Joseph Academy ad* 
dcd to Mayor Harold J . 
Nichols's 1969-70 city budget 
' before Monday. 

Alderman John F. Gallagher 
decided Wednesday to try to 
help his alma mater in its at- 
ilempl-; to get the teacher loan. 
Gallagher wants to gather 
aldermanic support for adding 
the money before he approaches 
the mayor. 

The MSJ request was turned 
down by the Rutland School 
Board Tuesday night, despite 
impassioned picas by parochial 

officials. Early Wednesday 


Gallagher conferred briefly 
with the Rev. John W O’Con¬ 
nell, MSJ principal. 

He later enlisted the aid of 
fellow Alderman Gilbert G 
Godnick and went to see 
Rutland School Superintendent 
James J. Tinney. 

Tinney was only too glad to 
drop the political hot potato into 
the laps of the aldermen Tin¬ 
ney suggested that the $15,000 
possibly could bo added to some 
other city department budget 

Gallagher apparently believes 
that the Recreation Department 
would be the best place to put 
the money. Godnick is willing 

to go along with Gallagher's 


plan only if H has a chance for 
success. 

Godnick said tie doesn't want 
to commit himself until he finds 
out if the aldermen or mayor 
could legally include the money 
to the budget. He suggested to 
Father O'Connell that he would 
spearhead a campaign to collect 
the $15,000 for the school. 

But Father O'CooneU believes

Father O’Connell said

The money would have to be 
in the city budget before it is 
given to the aldermen on Mon¬ 
day. The aldermen can cut the 
budget, but they can’t add 
items to it. 

Nichols said Wednesday night

“I’d 
have to give the issue con¬ 
siderable thought before 1 make 
up my mind." Nichols said. 

Nichols could decide to in¬ 
clude the money and then let 
the aldermen decide if the city 
could legally pay for the

And the biggest part of 
Nichols' budget — a record 
$2-06 minion for the School 
Department — can't fee touched 
by the aldermen. This 
represents an increase o I 
$403,774 ever that department's 
budget of last year. 

But the aldermen are ex¬ 
pected (o slash some from the 
budget if only to get back at the 
mayor for not including money 
for teachers at Mount St. 
Josepb Academy and lor con¬ 
structing new sewer and water 
mains for local building 
developers. 

Despite strong political 
pressurej Nichols Monday 
vetoed putting the estimated 
150,000 in the budget to con¬ 
struct the new' water and sewer 
mains. Money used for this 
purpose in past years has been 
RmneUed into repair work on 
existing sewer and water 
mains. 

Nichols had an easier task in 
rejecting the $15,600 for two 
physical education teachers for 
Mount Si. Joseph Academy. He 
said that it would violate the 
City Charter if he included the 
money under the recreation 
department budget. (The School 
Board previously rejected ad¬ 
ding the money to its budget). 
’'The School Board has the sole 
authority to hire and set 
salaries of teachers.

Tax Rate? Could Hit $8.80

"Never has t so 
much been asked of the Board 
of Aldermen by a mayor,"

If the aldermen make no 
substantial cuts, city taxpayers 
could be faced with an $3.$i> tax 
rale next year. The aldermen 
must make their cuts before 
June 3G, the date they must ap- 
prove the budget. The aldermen 
can't make any additions to the 
budget. 

The new tax rate doesn't have 
to be set until July 15. But judg' 
ing by Nichols's request for 
£4,456,604.51 In expenditures, 
the city's tax rate could in- 
crease by $1.3$. The present tax 
rate is $7.45 

Two parts oJ the budget which 
could be cut are those for the 
police and fire departments. 
The fire budget totals 
$334,jSi0.67. The police budget 
totals $342,620,63. Both of Hies* 
budgets include $30 per week 
pay increases for each firenta.i 
and policeman, and $1,500 
raises for the fire and police 
chiefs. The aldermen haven'! 
yet decided on the sire of the 
raise to be given to the police 
and firemen. 

The largest single budget 
outside of that set aside for 
school purposes is the I>PW 
budget. It totals $0514*7.®, But 
ihis includes a water depart¬ 
ment budget of $223,456 to fee 
raised by water takes, and is 
not figured in the city’s tax 
rate. 

Because estimated income for 
the water department is only 
$175,600, the aldermen must 
raise the city's water tax. Last 
year, the aldermen added 10 
cents to the tax rote to cover a 
46,000 deficit in that department, 
But this has since been ruled il¬ 
legal unless city voters ap¬ 
prove adding the money to the 
tax rate. - — 

Another large budget which 
ceidd be cut by the aldermen is 
that sets aside for the Depart¬ 


ment of Parks and Recreation, 
That budget totals $02,273.74. 

Other departments and their

Senior-Citizens Ccafer 


Funds to Be Requested 


By MIKE ROSE VB ERR 

A senior citizens center will 
he established in Rutland If 
federal matching funds are 
granted. 

Hie Rutland Board of 
Aldermen voted Monday night 
to sponsor the center. By ap¬ 
proving the idea, the city 
becomes eligible for the federal 
money. 

The city's share is about 
$7,5W, with federal funds fior 
the first year totaling more 
than *22.000, 

But if the center is located in 
Fire Station 2 on Center Street, 
as has been suggested, it will 
cost the city SZjOOO, This money 
has been inserted into Mayor 
Harold J. Nichols' fiscal 1070 
budget. 

Alderman G Libert Godniek, 
chairman of the Board Recrea¬ 
tion and Parks Committee 
noted that although the soon-to- 
be vacant fire station is "not 
really the most adequate place 
for senior citizens," It can be 
used as a temporary measure 
so the matching fund 5 can be 
obtained. 

The only opposition at the 
meeting concerned whether ap¬ 
proval should be given on a ooc- 
year basis only. But Daniel 
HoHand who pushed for the 
center while he was chairman 
of the Bennington-Rutland Op 
portunity Council, noted that 
the chances for govern on enl 
money would diminish with only 
a one-year aldermanlc endorse¬ 
ment. 

Alderman Craigue Perkins 
was the most skeptical. He said 
that "it sounds too easy h to get 
the funds and construct the 
center. 

Although the aldermen did not 
put a time limit on their 
decision City A tty, Richard 
Norton pointed out that he 
wasn't sure whether the city 
could obligate its support for 
the center for more than one 
year at a time. 

The next step will be forma¬ 
tion of a committee composed 
of local senior citizens and city 
officials, The group will draw 


up the applications for the 
federal government 

Once established, the senior 
citizens center will he 
administered by an advisory- 
board that answers to the Board 
of Aldermen. 

According to Holland, 15 com^ 
mu nicies in the state are 
sponsoring senior citizens 

centers, and all have been suc¬ 
cessful.

Pool Funds? No One Knows

The man whose committee 
will decide whether Rutland 
gets federal funds for a new 
municipal swimming pool 
wouldn’t venture a guess Friday 
on the dty's chances of getting 
the money 

Forrest E. Orr, executive 
director of the Interagency 
Committee on Natural 
^sources, said everything 
depends on the federal monies 
allocated to Vermont **y the 
US, Bureau of Outdoor Recrea 
tion. The amount Vermont gets 
won't be known until Congress 
fixes the appropriations to 
governmental agencies for the 
coming fiscal year, 

Orr expects to know by late 
July or August how much his 
committee l as to work with 
The outlook is none too bright. 
Last year the Interagency Com- 
mittee received $64,000 from the 
federal government, about a 
tenth of what it got the previous 
year, according to Orr, Some 


The (Rutland pool cost is peg' 
ged at $183,000. City voters 
agreed in September to put up a 
fourth of that cost, $46,000 The 
federal funds would pay half, 
with the remainder coming 
from the stale. 

Orr expressed some frustra¬ 
tion at the uncertainties of ire 
federal allocation. 

'"Hiey've got a new game, 
They don’t cut you any more, 
they 'freeze' the funds. - ' Orr 
wouldn’t venture a guess on 
the “unfrozen' hinds that might 
be available when Congress 
acts. 

4 *-l just don't know, and 
there's no sense making a 
guess," Orr said. 

The Interagency Committee 
includes the eight state com¬ 
missioners, the governor, and 
the lieutenant governor When 
the committee decides w:o gets 
the federal money, Rutland’s 
pool wilt have to compete with 
other projects.

The Rutland City Pool was 
designed in 1326 by Wesley 
Blits to accomodate a maximum 
of 327 people. Construction on 
the pool was completed in 1323, 
and was dedicated to Perelval 
Wood Clement, governor of Ver¬ 
mont, 

The pool got older and older 
while the city got bigger and 
bigger. In 1367, it was bursting 
at the seams with as many as 
1,300 kids on a hot day. 

So John Cioffredl, superinten¬ 
dent of the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment, set a 327 limit on the 
number of people in the pool at 
one time But the old pool 
couldn’t even serve that many 
people, and was shut down fre 
quentiy in 1968, 


The pool leaked, and the fil¬ 
ler system didn't work. For 
about a week lest summer, the 
poo] was closed because of a 
high bacteria count. 

For this summer, the Recrea¬ 
tion Department has had the 
eleevtrical circuit of the pool re* 
wired, has pul new sand and 
gravel in the filter, and has 
gauged the chlorine distributor. 

Now, full of water and empty 
of kids, the pent is holding up 
pretty well. 

“The pool is holding water 
really well now,” slated Marro 
"It's stayed almost full since 
Saturday,"

Eight MeiiiEindPreventing Heart A ttachsEfard Work 
But the Running and Exercises Are WortFTthe Effort

This week eight Rutland men 
reached the halfway mark in 
their “coronary prevention pro¬ 
gram M 

The men ran 15 miles at the 
Rutland High School athletic 
field in about 13 minutes, as a 
result of eight weeks of 

training. They've gol eight 
weeks left. 

The program, supervised in 
Rutland by Richard Ahern, was 
started in Vermont two years 
ago by Dr. Otto Brusis. 
Burlington already has a 

program in action, and about 

five other cities in the state will 
have the program going by fall. 

The purpose of the “coronary 
prevention pro gram 1 “ is to pre¬ 
vent the premature death from 
heart attack in men aged 20 to 
fl£, by reducing the major risk 
factors found to he directly 
associated with heart and 

circulatory diseases. 

According to Heart Associa¬ 
tion figures. approximately 
5.0OO new cases of coronary 
heart disease occur every year 
in Vermont. Almost one out of 
every three deaths recorded in 
Vermont is caused by heart 
disease — almost I.50O deaths. 

The Heart Association con¬ 
tends that one of the major 
causes of heart disease is lack 
of physical exercise; so the 
men in the program are ex¬ 
ercising to get their heart, 
lungs, and blood vessels in 
shape. 

They started nine weeks ago. 
First, they had a physical ex¬ 
amination by a doctor, to make 
sure that they didn't already 
have a cardiovascular disease. 
Then they tested their fitness 
by running. Mod qualified in 
the L feir' category, by running a 
mOe in about 13 minutes. 

On Mondays and Wednesdays 
for eight weeks, the men 
participated in an hour of ex¬ 
ercise. They ran about a mile, 
and spent the rest of the hour 
playing basketball 

They'll keep up the pace 
for another eight weeks, and 
then take a final test. If they 
quality in the “good ' or ex 
cellonl' categories, they'll be

Special Playground for Special Youngsters: 
It’s Haven wood, Where Retarded Kids Romp

Between 9 ajn. find noon on 
weekdays, passers-by on 
Watkins Avenue may hear the 
sounds of children’s chants on 
the baseball fields, or music 
from a record player, or just 
the enthusiastic voices of kidi 
hiving fun, because that's ex¬ 
actly what they're doing. 

The children are all part of 
the summer playground 
program at Haven,wood School- 
Whal makes it unique is the 
fact that most of the children 
are retarded. 

Tfce playground began as a 
pilot project four years ago and 
has now been developed into 
one of the six area playground 
programs sponsored by the 
Recreation Department. The on 
ly difference is that the 
children meet only for the 
morning hours rather than the 
full day as at other 
playground*. 

Playground supervisors are 
Miss Carol Stearns, a student at 
Rutland High School, and Mias 
Patty Dolan, a St. Joseph the 
Provider College student. They 
work with about 20 Haven wood 
pupils In addition to some area 
public school children, The 
public school children are not 
retarded but are included to 
ba lance the program. 

Activities at the playground 
Include daily physical AduutlDQ 
activities, ranging from softball 
games to rigorous exercises. 
Quieter activities include arts 
and crafts work, story-tdHihf 
and free play periods when the 
children are allowed to do 
whatever they feet like doing — 
working on puzzles O r listening 
to records, tfbTexample. 

Hie arts and crafts work in¬ 


volves projects such as making 
nature scrapbooks and tracing 
designs on cloth paper, 

Miss Stearns said that the 
story-telling limes are probably 
the best way to develop the 
youths' minds and t m - 


"They often tell us about what 
they want to do when they grow 
up. In this way, we can find out 
what their outlook of the future 
is,” she said. 

The children art also allowed 
free swimming lessons at the 
Rutland Municipal pool on 
Wednesdays from noon until 
1:30 p.m. 

In addition to all their 
playground a divides, the 
children are taken on special 
trip* each week.

Mayor Harold J. Nichols's 
plan to close City Park at 
night to break up con¬ 
gregations of teenagers has 
run into some difficulty But 
the situation can be resolved, 
if the Board of Aldermen 
vote in favor of the closing, 
.On the advice of City At- 
ty, 'Richard W- Norton, the 
Board of Aldermen decided 
Monday to draft a set of city 
ordinances that specifically

Norton told Nichols that he 
believes ordinances selling 
lime limits on the park 
property will he easier to 
enforce than a curfew, the 
matter was turned over to 
the Recreation and Parks, 
Police, and City Lands Com¬ 
mittees.

MONTPELIER — The 
Interagency Committee on 
Natural Resources Wednes¬ 
day authorised funds for a 
park development project in 
Bennington and a swimming 
pool project In Rutland. 

The authorisations are sub¬ 
ject to approval by the U,S. 
Bureau of Outdoor Recrea¬ 
tion 

The Bennington project 
carries a total cost of 
$144,328 and includes a 
$28,000 shelter, four tennis 
courts at $24,000, water and 
sewer systems costing 
$20,000 each, and a parking 
lot, underground electric 
service, multiple use recrea¬ 
tion area and pre-school and 
picnic areas. 

The Rutland swimming 
pool will replace an outmod 
ed facility now in existence 
that has deteriorated to the 
point where further repairs 
are ao longer feasible. 

The totaj, of the 


Rutland project is $184,000. 

Of the total amounts for 
the Bennington and Rutland 
projects, 25 per cent is paid 
by the communities, a 
matching amount from the 
state recreation bond money, 
and 50 per cent from the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recrea¬ 
tion, Rutland City has 
already voted bonds for its 
share - $46,000. 

Forrest Orr, director of 
BOR in Vermont, said he has 
been instructed to file the 
projects with the federal’ 
government, and indicated 
there was an excellent 
chance ol both programs 
being funded. 

Orr said the funds would 
come from unexpected 1969 
BOR moneys. 

Inter agency also approved 
$36,006 for a sewage system 
at Grand Isle State -Park. 
$9,000 for a water system at 
Mount Philo Park, and $3JOO 
for a new Boor for Hie 
Kill legion £W kitchen.

The US Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation Mondav gave its 
blessings to plans for Rutland's 
long-awaited new swimming 
pool, and set aside $94,760 to pay 
for half of the construction cost 
The remainder of the cost of 
the $189,520 pool complex, to be 
situated at White Playground, 
will be paid for with slate 
recreation bond monev. and a 
bond issue approved by city 
voters in September. 1968. The 
city's share of the project is 
$46,000. 

Mayor Harold J. Nichols was 
informed of the availability of 
federal funds Monday afternoon 
when he received a telegram 
from US Rep Robert T 
Stafford: R-Vt.. a native of 
Rutland 

Nichols immediately started 
making plans for drawing up 
spec ifications for the pool 
■pfoject so bids can be advertised 
and a contract let 
It isn l yet known whether the 
Jiew pool will be ready by next 
Mjtojracr ,o relieve the 
overcrowded condition* al 
Rutland's, present archaic 


municipal pool But it known that 
the telegram from Washington 
brought joy to the mayor, 
aldermen. Chamber of 
Commerce, and Recreation 
Department officials who have 
fought for the new pool for the 
past five years 

The Interagency Committee on 
Natural Resources authorized 
state funds for the pool project 
on Aug 13. and the city's 
application was forwarded to 
'Washington for BOR approval 

The new pool will replace an 
outmoded facility on North Main 
Street that has deteriorated to 
the point where further repairs 
are no longer feasible 

The old pool, constructed in 
1929. can no longer 
accommodate the crowds that 
show up to swim. But the facility 
will probably be used on a 
limited basis 

T .he new pool, to be 
conitnKfed on a two-acre site 
near Jackson Avenue, will be an 
L sha" ed - Olympic-sized 
structure ^ feet long and 44 
-vide if "tie end and 75 feet 
Itect wide al the other 
end 

The project includes diving 


towers, at the deep end of the 
pool, lanes for competitive 
swimming and life guard 
towers 

A building containing rooms 
for a pool attendant, showers, 
and changing rooms will also be 
constructed as part of the 
project. 

Ilie idea for a new pool has 
been in a number of persons' 
minds for many years, but firm 
plans weren't laid until 1964. 
when the Board of Aldermen and 
former Mayor John J Daley 
became interested. The 
Chamber of Commerce's Pool 
Committee, headed by Dr 
Donald Icken. also aided in 
planning for the pool. 

Mayor Nichols replaced Daley 
and continued work for the new 
pool The plan was first 
presented to city voters in 
March. 1968. But voters rejected 
the bond issue 

In September. 1968. the issue 
was approved by 100 votes more 
than the two-thirds majority 
needed for passage. ibat ,

The Pool's Fdrgotten Man

Rutland 1 ^ new swimming pool is 
now almost a reality, with the 
award this week of a federal grant 
to finance half of its construction. 
And Rutland politicians arc 
already reserving seats at While 
playground fot the ground - break, 
ing and ribbon-cutting ceremonies. 

There Is considerable backatap- 
ping by politicians, seme of whom 
played only a small part in secur¬ 
ing the new pool. Rut the mao 
chiefly responsible — the one who 
worked on the project for the past 
eight years — has been left out of 

the conversations. 

In fact. Recreation A Parks 
Supt. John W. Cioffredi, tbe real 
father of the pooh read about the 
iward in the paper — the day 
lifter City Hall got the news. 

Mayor Harold J. Nichols joyous¬ 
ly spread the word about the 
federal grant — tbe fund! that 
probably could have been awarded 
last year or the year before if he 
and the aldermen hadn't dragged 
their feet In promoting the pool. 

But be failed lo notify Cloffredi, 
the man Who since taking over the 
Recreation Department in June, 
I960, has worked hard to upgrade 
recreational facilities and 
programs in the city. 

A new swimming pool was se¬ 
cond to the fop on CioUredi's list 
of needed facilities In his first full 
report on the depart mini's opera¬ 
tion, Contained in tbe 1961 Annual 
City Report. Tbe pool was listed as 
the first priority in the 1963-1958 
Annual City Reports. 

Cioffredt Isn’t bothered by the 
oversight on the part of 'Mayor 
Nichols, If he were only interested 
in personal glory, he probably 
would have left Rutland years ago, 
for a higher paying job in a city 
that is willing to spend more 
money on recreation. 

■ He will now harp away it city 


officials until they lake an active 
interest in hts next major recrea¬ 
tional project, converting Pine Hill 
Park into a recreation area for all 
city residents. 

Chiefly at CioffredJ’s urging, the 
city Is now making plans to open 
the area for recreation by 
establishing nature trails and a 
picnic area In the park. 

In fact, Cloffredi feels Mayor 
Nichols should have given some 
credit for the pool project's suc¬ 
cess to Ernest L. Erickson, Che 
local architect who devoted mti^i 
free time and work on pool plans. 

But Nichols should have given 
the real credit where it was duo. 
He made sure the Rutland Region 
Chamber of Commerce was 
notified of the award. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
organized a pool committee to pick 
up the pool planning ball, after it 
was fumbled in the City Council 
chambers by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

But the pool committee's in¬ 
activity didn’t speed up planning 
for the pool. In fact, some 
aldermen were against the pool 
solely because ll had been endors¬ 
ed by the Chamber of Commerce, 

Net only should Cloffredl have 
been notified of the grant because 
of the work he had put into the 
project, he should have been told 
because as superintendent 
superintendent he will have to 
coordinate pod construction with 
the architect and build er. 

ft will be interesting to see how 
long it will take city officials to 
actually make Ciotfredi's Pine HiU 
Bark recreation area a reality, and 
how many groups will Jump on the 
bandwagon after it becomes evi¬ 
dent that the area will in fact be 
converted from a haven for 
vandals and young lovers into a 
civic facility.

Rutland officials arc in a tizzy 
over plans by a group of 
Castleton State College students 
and faculty members to gather 
at Main Street Park Wednesday 
in observance ot the national 
moratorium on the Vietnam 
War, 

But they aren t prepared to stop 
the students from holding the 
protest, even though there are 
some indications that some 
would favor doing this. 

It is likely that the group will be 
allowed to hold the protest. It is 
also likely that Police Chief 
Stuart D. Jenne will have his full 
force out just in case there is 
trouble, 

in fact. Jenne is wondering if 
the group wouldn’t be better off 
to stage the protest at the 
Rutland Fairgrounds. He will 
check with fair officials to see if 
they are willing to allow the 
group lo gather on the 
fairgrounds. 

If the fair officials say yes. 
Jenne will ask the group if if is 
will mg lo make a change in 
protest siles. 

He doesn't expect the 
organizers will accept the 
fairgrounds tor the site of the 
protest. Bui he is going lo make 
the offer anyway 
The arguments over the protest 
started Friday morning when the 
Committee for Peace Action 
Today ol CSC approached city 
Recreation Supt. John Cioffredi 
to see if ft would be allowed to 
use the park for an assembly. 
Cioffredi sent the group to 
Mayor Harold J. Nichols. 
Nichols quickly sought the legal 
advice of City Ally. Richard 
Norton and his chief 
enforcement officer, Jenne. 
Norton informed Nichole, dnd 
Jenne concurred, that the U. S. 
Constitution gives the group the 
right to assemble in downtown 
Rutland, lo march to the park, 
and to hold the protest. 

He then spent the day 
researching recent court 
decisions which backed up his 
Verbal opinion. Nor ion issued a 
written opinion Friday afternoon. 
He slated the First Amendment 
lo the U S. Constitution provides 
for the right ot people to 
peaceably assemble He slated 


the Vermont Constitution 
reiterated this right 
He said the Supreme Court 
decision in the case of Hadnote 
v. Amos backed up the 
constitutional right of 
individuals to gather together 
for the advancement ol political 
belief 

Norton said ihai the court 
ruling in the case ol Gregory v. 
Chicago, spelled out that the 
First Amendment gives people 
the right to march together, if 
peaceful and orderly. 

And because some students and 
faculty members have indicated 
they will wear black armbands 
to the assembly as a sign of 
protest against the war, Norton 
also cited Tinker v Dcs Moines 
Independent School District, a 
recent Supreme Court ruling 
The wearing of armbands for 
purposes of expressing certain 
views is a type of symbolic act 
that is within the free speech 
clause of the First Amendment, 
and is permitted by law/ said 
Norton, quoting the ruling 
It is clear from these recent 
decisions that the activities of 
the students are permissible in 
our city," Norton staled. He then 
indicated a note of caution to any 
city official who may try to gel 
around the First Amendment 
rights of the protesters 

To justify prohibition, a 
political subdivision must be 
able to show that the prohibition 
was caused by something more 
than a mere desire to avoid a 
discomfort and unpleasantness, 
that accompany an unpop 
viewpoint,’’ he stated, 

"It is therefore my opinion 
this assembly is lawful.'' 

City officials are now ho 
that the demonstration wil 
peaceful.

The Students for a Democratic 
Society at Castleton State 
College has indicated it will 
boycott a •moratorium" 
scheduled Wednesday to protest 
the Vietnam War. 

Joe Patalano. president of 
Castleton s chapter of the SDS, 
said late Sunday night that the 
boycott is due to the fact that 
‘ the moratorium is basically a 
cover-up by big business of the 
fact that is profits from the 
war s existence. '* 

Despite the boycott, Patalano 
said the SDS would be present at 
Wednesday's gathering to 
present its own views. 

Meanwhile. CSC Student 
Association President David 
Anglin said protesters still had 
not received permission to 
gather at Main Street Park on 
Wednesday. He added that even 
if the city's attempts to arrange 
Rutland Fairgrounds facilities 
for use by the protesters were 
successful, the group probably 
would still meet in the park. 
Anglin also said he thought the 
SDS decision to boycott was 
good. 

‘‘It gives the silent majority an 
opportunity to say something 
about the war without worrying 
about whether they are acting 
independently of the SDS. " 

Anglin is one of four members 
of the Committee for Peace 
Action Today, which approached 
Rutland city officials early 
Friday requesting permission to 
use Main Street Park as a 
gathering place on Wednesday. 
When asked why, in view of the 


fact that the U.S. Constitution 
guarantees the right to assemble 
peacefully, the CPAT requested 
permission to use the park. 
Anglin pointed out that the 
committee regarded the park as 
the property of Rutland 
taxpayers. He assumed that 
most Castleton students do not 
pay taxes in Rutland. 

Anglin was somewhat 
surprised, therefore, when city 
Recreation Supt. John Cioffredi 
referred CPAT’s request to 
Mayor Harold J. Nichols, who 
promptly conferred with City 
Atty. Richard Norton. 

Norton stated that the U.S. 
Constitution guarantees the 
protesters’ right to peaceful 
assembly and added that the 
Vermont Constitution also 
recognizes this right. Although 
Norton spent the rest of the day 
Friday researching recent court 
decisions on similar matters, all 
of them tending to confirm his 
statement. Mayor Nichols was 
not prepared to issue permission 
even as late as Sunday evening. 
On Sunday Nichols said he was 
planning a meeting for Tuesday 
to decide whether the protesters 
will get the city's permission. 
When asked who would be in 
attendance at the meeting, 
Nichols said he didn't know. 

"I'm not trying to stop them," 
said the mayor, “I just want to 
make sure it’s all right. " 
Rutland’s Chief of Police Stuart 
D. Jenne said he wanted to make 
things more convenient for the 
protesters by attempting to 
make Rutland Fairgrounds 
available for their rally. As of 


Sunday, however. Jenne still had 
not been able to get in touch with 
the proper officials. 

Commenting on Chief Jenne s 
efforts, CSC Student Association 
president Anglin said he did not 
think the CPAT would use the 
fairgrounds anyway. He added, 
however, that the committee 
would have to vote on the matter 
if the fairgrounds were made 
available. 

The assembly will begin at 10 
a.m. Wednesday, said Anglin, 
and will feature a jam session 
and some folk singing. 

At Rutland High School, 
principal Maynard Robinson said 
Sunday that his school will 
recognize the moratorium with a 
convocation Wednesday 
morning. The gathering will 
feature speakers with differing 
views on the war. 

Jon Blanchard, son of U.S. Air 
Force Lt. Col. and Mrs. Philip N. 
Blanchard of 92 Church St., is in 
charge of publicity for the high 
school s convocation. He said 
Sunday that, although a speaker 
for the doves had not been 
engaged yet, Lt. Gov. Thomas L. 
Hayes will speak. 

A history of U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam will also be given. 

Blanchard added that 
convocation organizers have met 
some oppostion to their plans to

| that he saw no way in which 
protestors could be prohibited 
from gathering peacefully in 
the park, whether city 
officials approved of the act 
or not. 

Norton added that a 
meeting scheduled for 


Tuesday between city 
officials' and demonstrators 
will solve some of the 
problems attending to any 
large gathering. He said that, 
in addition to himself, the 
meeting will probably be 
attended by the mayor. Police 
Chief Stuart D. Jenne and 
Recreation Supt. John 
Cioffredi. 

At Rutland High School, Lt 
Gov. Thomas L. Hayes will 
speak at an assembly 
scheduled to begin at 9:30 
a.m. Wednesday. 

Rutland High School 
Principal Maynard Robinson 
said late Monday night that he 
hopes the assembly "will 
challenge students to think 
objectively about the issues of 
our country’s involvement in 
Vietnam." 

The high school’s assembly 
will feature three speakers: 

One of them will present a 
history of the United States' 


involvement in Vietnam, one 
will present arguments in 
favor of immediate 
withdrawal, and one will 
present arguments opposing 
this view. 

Lt. Gov. Hayes will 
represent the ‘immediate- 
withdrawal’’ faction. 

Robinson said that although 
students are not required to 
attend the actual assembly, 
they are expected to be in 
school, and classes -previous 
to and after the assembly will 
be held as usual. 

Robinson added he believes 
the assembly program will

Cioffredi noted that the 
snowmobile trails could be used 
for nature and hiking trails 
during summer and spring 
months The trails would also be 
open for educational field trips 
j * or the area schools.

| of a plan Cioffredi has been 


working on to restore Pine Hill 
Park The recreation 
superintendent has made 
attempts over the past two years 
to restore the area into a 
recreational and educational 
area 

The location is perfect The citv 
owns 273 acres on Pine Hill and 
used to operate a recreation and 
picnic area at Rocky Pond But 
vandalism brought an end to the 
park and attempts to re¬ 
establish the site as a recreation 
area have been opposed bv city 
officials. * 

But Cioffredi has presented the 
Board ot Aldermen a five-point 
plan aimed at a step-by-step 
transformation of the area from 
a tangled forest to a four-season 
recreation site.

City officials had some good 
news Thursday for city 
youngsters — they reported that 
bids for the construe lion o1 the 
approved 9184.009 swimming 
pool complex at White's 
Playground will be considered 
by Nov. 4. 

City officials and Ernest L 
Erickson. Holland architect, 
also expressed a hope that the 
pool could be readv for use bv 
Jane 1, 1970 

The new complex would be a 
vast recreation improvement 
over ihe conditions prevailing ai 
the old 1929 Rutland Municipal 
Pool on North Mam Street. 

The old pool can no longer hold 
the vast crowds of youngsters 
and adults who want to use the 
facility for swimming- 
In addition, John W. Cloffredi, 
superintendent of the Rutland 
Recreation Department, has 
pointed out the fact of 
deterioration at the old pool and 
the lack ol modern pool 
facilities. 

Cioffredi has dreamed of a new 
pool since taking over his post in 
1961, The U S. Bureau ot 
Outdoor Recreation last month 
finally gave its blessing to the 
plans for the new pool, 

It set aside 992.000 tor the 
construction. The remainder ot 
Lhe cost will be paid with stale 
recreation bond money and a 
bond issue approved by city 
voters in Seplember, 196ft. The 
citv's share of the project is 
946.000. 

Erickson held a blueprint 
briefing lor city officials, 
including Mayor Harold J, 
Nichols and Cloffredi, Thursday 
at 9 a m. at his office. Before the 
hour and a hall Session was over, 
Erickson said: Tf all goes welt, 
we will be in the pool next 
summer,'' 

Tne enthusiastic architect said 
it would be ideal if work can be 
started immediately after lhe 
successful bidder is picked. 

He Said if the foundations can 
be poured this fail, then possibly 
some work could continue during 
the winter. 

However. Erickson said a 
severe winter could hinder such 
work. At the latest. Erickson 
said, the site work should start 
by April and be finished by Juno 
lor soon after that. 

The new pool, to be constructed 
on a two-acre site near Jackson 
Avenue, will be an L-shaped, 
Olympic-sired structure. 164 
feel long and 44 feet wide at one 
end and 75 feet long and 44 feet 
wide at the other end. 

The project includes diving 
towers at Lhe deep end of the 
pool, lanes for competitive 
swimming, and life guard 
towers. 

A building combining rooms for 


a pool attendant, showers, and 
changing rooms will also be part 
ot the structure. 

Also hearing the good news 
besides Mayor Nichols and 
Cioffredi. were Aldermen John 
F. Gallagher and Gilbert G. 
God nick: City Public Works 
Commissioner Lyman Styles 
Jr; City Clerk John W, Barrett 
and Cliff Barnes, managing 
director of the Rutland Region 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Erickson cited the rising cost ol 
construction materials and said 
he hoped the job is dune as soon 
as possible 

He said he knows ol several 
area contractors who have 
already indicated an interest in 
the bidding Alderman Gallagher 
called tor a specific completion 
deadline, and Erickson and the 
others agreed. 

The session ended with Mayor 
Nichols telling Erickson: 

Ernie, you arc the boss on this 
as far as 1 can see ' Cioffredi 
later in the day added: 1 feel 
very exuberant that this project 
is now becoming a reality .'

New Pool^Ffoiect Suffers a Setback; 

Bids Are $5 0,000 Over Cost Estimates

Rutland's long awaited plan.*; 
for a new sw i mm ing pool 
suffered; a major setback Friday 
when bids for the project were 
discovered to ho at [east $50,000 
more than the city has to spend 
for the project 

But city officials arid others 
involved promised to dicker with 
the bidders in an attempt to get 
the project cost as close as 
possible to the original 
estimated figure of 1 181000 

City officials and Rutland 
architect Ernest L. Erickson, 
will meet Monday in an attempt 
to update their planning, but 
some items in the planned 
project may have to be deleted. 

The cheapest price that the 
city can have the pool 
constructed for is $235,177. This 
is if the city gives the general 
contract to Donald Noyes, and 
the pool construction contract to 
Paddock Pools Inc. of Albany. 
NY 

was $236,613. combining the bids 
of Paddock Pools, and the 
Champlain Construction Co. of 
Middle bury Erickson said rising 
construction costs was probably 
the cause for the size of the bids 
He said he was "disappointed" 
Friday after the bids were 
opened. 

The setback could be 
temporary, but some planned 
black topping may ha ve to be 
eliminated, City officials agree 
that three planned areas for 
black topping for vehicle parking 
could be completed later. 
However, the h Lack lopping in the 
immediate area of the pool is a 
“must," according to Erickson 
Actually the apparent low bidder

Co. of Middlebury with a base 
bid of $113,700 But because 
paving needed around the pool 
must he included with any of the 
base bids, the project could be 
snapped up by the Rutland firm 
of Donald C. Noyes, who 
submitted the apparent second 
low bid Of $113.760. for the 
general contract. 

The difference between the 
two for the paving project in the 
pool area was (1,505. The 
Champlain Construction Co bid 
was $3,000, while the Noyes firm 
bid was $1,495 

The Middlebury firm promised 
to complete the project work in 
60-working days, weather 
permitting The Rutland firm 
promised to finish the job in 100- 
working days, also weather 
permitting 

The base bids involved only 
work on general construction, 
including the bath house, fencing 
and paving in the immediate 
area of the pool. Three bids were 
received for the work on the pool 
itself, which is a separate part of 
the project, 

The apparent tow bidder for 
the pool work was Paddock 
Pools, Inc. with a bid of $119,913 
The second apparent low bidder 
was Colonial Swimming Pools of 
Manchester with a bid of 
1127,800. 

The third bidder was Scott 
Swimming Pool of Woodhury, 
Conn, with an offer of $128,62*1 
The apparent low bidder. 
Paddock Pools. Inc promised to 
have its work done by June 15,

The Manchester firm 
promised to do the job in 70

Friday Erickson, and John W.

Alderman Godniek, hinted it 
may be necessary for a public 
SOlicitationdrive to help raise any 
extra money for the success of 
the project 

However, he and Erickson 
admitted with city residents 
already faced with a Rutland 
Hospital Drive and the recent 
Rutland United Fund Drive it is 
hard to get blood out of a 
stone." 

Erickson expressed hope that 
lhe bid question could be settled 
and that work at the swimming 
pool site could begin scon. 

He said the foundation work 
could begin immediately and if 
enough of a head start was made, 
then possibly some work could 
be done during the winter. 

The Rutland architect also 
expressed hope that work on the 
pool itself couid begin the first of 
April, 1970 if the work went 
well, he said, the pool can still be 
ready Tor city youngsters next 
summer 

The new swimming pool 
complex to be located at While's 
Playground, would be a vast 
recreation improvement over 
the conditions prevailing at the 
old 1929 Rutland Municipal 
Swimming Pool on North Main 
Street, 

The old pool can no Longer hold 
the vast crowds of youngster* 
and adults who want to use the 
pool. 

Cioffredi has dreamed of a new 
pool since taking over his post in 
1961. The U S. Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation last September gave 
its final blessing to the plans for 
the new pool. 

It set aside $53,000 for the 
construction.

Study New 
Line Under 
Hast Creek 


Alderman Craigue S. Perkins 
overcame several obstacles 
Monday and pushed through by 
an 5-1 vote a proposal to have 
Sieco, Inc. of Rutland draw up 
the engineering design for a 
double-barreled siphon sewer 
system under East Creek. 

The proposal calls for spending 
53.620 for design and survey on 
the sewer project, which would 
replace a temporarily patched 
sewer pipe now running under 
ihe creek. 

But before Perkins could get 
approval, he had to convince the 
aldermen that the job wouldn't 
be done any cheaper by another 
engineering firm (suggested by 
Alderman John Gallagher i and 
that the job couldn't be done by 
the Rutland Public Works 
Department (suggested by 
Alderman Ethel W Stearns. 

Perkins even had to admit that 
he didn't favor spending that 
much money on (he project, but 
he pointed out that the present 
sewer pipe could break down at 
any time. 

Tt's either spend this amount 
of money now or more in, the 
future when the state says that 
we have to.” Perkins said (If 
the pipe breaks, the city would 
be forced to replace the pipe 
Immediately because raw 
sewage would feed into the 
creek, a waterway protected by 
the Water Resources 
Department). 

Perkins also had to fight back 
board members who fell that the 
Aldermen should first find out if 
(ifeity voters-are willing to pav 
*46 ,000 for the sewer project. 


ignored the advice of City Atty. 
Richard Norton and followed the

Hie main question arose over 
what constituted the ' base bid 1 ' 
on the non-pool work.

City officials, Rutland 
architect, Ernest L. Erickson, 
Donald C Noyes, of Rutland, the 
apparent low bidder for the 
general contract, and a 
representative of Paddock 
Pools, fnc. of Albany, N,Y , (ho 
firm which will build the pool; 
said ther** should be no serious 
problems after attending a test 
boring. 

Rutland aldermen are 
expected to take up the pool 
issue at their meeting Monday 
evening, and there is a 
possibility that the bid contracts 
can be finalized 

City officials recently received 
good news that the unexpected 
extra cost increase of *60,000, 
over the original cost of 
*184,000 had been whittled about 
*25,000 

Rutland aldermen can finally 
get the project moving if they 
agree to use an estimated $25,000 
from the City General Fund, to 
make up the difference in costs.

Currently running at $209,000.

The figure of $234,000, 
however, was the lowest 
apparent bid on the project, 
which can be broken down into 
construction of the pool itself 
and construction of facilities 
around the P<>bJ Erickson 
attributed the $50,000 difference 
to construe lion cost increases. 

Apparent low bidder for the 
pool itself was Paddock Pools 
Inc. of Albany, N,Y.„ and 
apparent low bidder for the pool 
facilities was Donald C Noyes, a 
general contractor from 
Rutland.

Aldermen Provide Needed Extra Funds

The Board of Aldermen 
removed the last obstacle to 
construction of a new municipal 
swimming pool by agreeing to 
supply $24,000 needed to pay the 
difference between Ihe cost of 
the proj ect a nd the money 
already allotted The poo) will 
probably be ready for use early 
next summer 

The aldermen also gave Mayor 
Harold J. Nichols permission to 
sign contracts with Donald C 
Noyes of Rutland, apparent low 
bidder for the pool facilities, and 
Paddock Pools Inc. of Albany. N 
Y , ihe contractor of the pool 

The aldermen agreed to lake 
the needed money from the 
General Fund, the amount of 
money raised in general lanes, 
after Mayor Nichols lold them 
that both contractors had cut 
their original bids 

He explained that Noyes, a 
, local contractor, with the aid of 
Ernest L. Erickson, architect of 
the project, had cut his original 
.b id to m : 658. $2i m lower than 
tfienjrigihai cost of the pool 
facilities 

Nichols also said that the 
Paddock bid was reduced $6,500. 
to $J_I3.il$. The cutejn cost were 
necessary because all bids for 
the project exceeded the money 
available by more than $aO.OOO 
So Erickson and the apparent 
low bidders for the project sat 
down and cut some items from 
the plans 

Both Nichols and Erickson 
explained Monday that none of 
the deletions would hurt Lhe pool 
project Erickson said, nothing 
essential to the pool or its 
facilities was cut 

Basically the cuts affected the 
paving of some parking areas, 
and some changes in materials 
to be used in the pool's 
bathhouse, such as wooden 
benches in the dressing rooms, 
instead of fancier, more costly 
benches 

The new pool, to be set on a 
two-acre site near Jackson 
Avenue, in the center of White 
Playground, will be an Olympic¬ 
sized struclure. paid for with 
city, state, and federal funds. 

City voters have already 
approved paying $46,000 for the 
structure The U S Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation has set aside 
$92,000 for Lhe structure, and ihe 
State will also pay $46,000. 

The vote for taking the money 
from the General Fund was 
passed uriankrte^^ls^but with 
reservations by one lawmaker 


Alderman Craigue 5 Perkins 
said"* his vote didn’t mean he 
approved of the "whole 
operation Perkins favored 
having Lhe project rebid when all 
bids were above the money 
available for construction 
The aldermen at the lime ihe 
bids were opened decided to give 
the apparent tow bidders an 
opportunity to cut their original 
estimates, by deleting some 
items, before deciding who 
should be awarded the contracts 
Both representatives of Noyes 
and Paddock have indicated that 
the pool will be completed by 
next summer

Aldermen Roger Pike and

Crandall's appointment will go 
Into effect Monday and will 
remain effective to March ol 
1971. He will replace Lyle 
Hansen, who submitted his 
resignation effective Nov 14 to 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The aldermen unanimously 
accepted Hansen's resignation at 
Monday night's meeting, 
commenting on the excellence ot 
his work while he was building 
inspector for the city, 

Hansen reportedly resigned 
because of health reasons and 
because ol a conflict between his 
job and a disability pension he 
receives. 

Also brought up at the meeting 
Mfwiay night was a request by 
Superintendent of Schools James 
j Tlnney that the old lire 
stations, recently abandoned by 
the fire department by its move 
to a new station, be turned over 
to the schools for a school bus 
garage 

Tinney argued in a letter to 
aldermen that the present 
picking and maintenance garage 
id 'antiquated and unsafe The 
aldermen staled that the main 
station on Strongs Avenue won’t 
be available until spring. 

There was also some question 
whether the old Center Street 
station had already been 
promised to another 
organization, and the matter was 
‘tabled"' by the aldermen. 

A request for $63 95 by SupL of 
Recreation John W. Cioffredi to 
help pay for a new tow rope was 
approved by the aldermen 
CioHredi explained that the cost 
of rope rose drastically before 
bids were accepted. 

The request was referred to the 
Finance Committee, which 
approved it immediately to 


avoid "disservice to the city s 
young people,” who otherwise 
might not appreciate lull use ol 
iho slope this winter. The rope 
will replace an old one on the 
recreation department ski tow at 
the Country Club. 

Other topics brought up at the 
aldermen’s mooling were; 

— A building permit requested 
by Howard National bank to 
build a drive-in bank at 
Woodstock Avenue and Crown 
Street Estimated cost of the 
project was $30,000. The permit 
was unanimously approved. 

- A building permit to tear 
down the remainder of the old 
Morris Inn on West -Street and 
construct a new building on its 
site, The request was made by 
the New England Telephone Co . 
which occupies the building 
adjacent to the lot. Approved by 
the aldermen, the project will 
cost the telephone company 
$435,535. 

- A request for $1,050 from the 
city’s contingency lund to pay 
lor repairs to a police cruiser 
damaged in an accident was 
approved. Hut the request 
initialed discussion on she 
insurance ol the city's vehicles. 

Alderman John F. Gallagher 
suggested the placement of 
$2,000 into the city's sinking f und 
to provide a form of self- 
insurance Alderman Roger M 
Pike, however, requested the 
matter not be decided upon until 
a thorough study is made 

- The matter of excessive 
rumbling on Baxter Street when 
heavy trucks pass private 
homes John F. Dumouchel of 4@ 
Baxter St. brought the issue to 
the attention ot aldermen, 
complaining that at least three 
other homes besides his own 
experience the rumble. 
Dumouchel said that while he 
was sleeping recently he 
’thought the furnace had 
exploded" when a semi-trailer 
went by his Baxter Street home. 

Pointing out that the 
Department of Public Works 
attempted to alleviate the 
problem by resurfacing the road 
recently, the complaining city 
resident said the resuriacing 
obviously has not helped 
Dumouchel also mentioned a 
clogged sewer near his home 
Both matters were referred to

The only other city-owned land 
suitable for snowmobiling is the

Logging Roads in Municipal Forest 
Could Become Trails for Snowmobiles 


By MICK MARRU 
More than 50 mites of logging 
roads wind through the city's 
1500 acre Municipal Forest in 
Mendon, and Recreation 
Superintendent John Cioffredi 
wants to convert soma of those 
roads into snowmobile trails. 

The trail project is still in the 
planning stage, but Cioffredi 
already has gathered the support 
of Municipal Forester Gene 
Keenan, County Forester Jim 
Cronin, and the Green Mountain 
Snow Flyers, a snowmobile club 
sponsored by the Recreation 
Department. 

Cioffredi said Monday that he 
has discussed the project with 
Public Works Commissioner 
Lyman Styles, and plans to 
request permission from the 
Board of Aldermen to use city 
lands for snowmobi ling 
The project won’t cost the city 
any money since most of the 50 
mites of logging roads and wood 
roads already are passable, 
Those roads that are blocked by 
fallen trees or brush could be 
cleared by voteoteers from the 


snowmobile clubs who would like 
touse the trails 

Styles told Cioffredi that he 
didn't see any immediate 
problem in using the city forest 
for recreational use.

Mayor Harold J Nichols said 
Orr deserves most ul the credit 
for obtaining BOR tunds tor the 
swimming pool project. 

The $13,000. an addition to the 
BOR s original investment oi 
192,000 into the swimming pool 
project, came about when the 
cost of the pool ran about $50,000 
over the original cost estimate of 
$184,000. 

The city quickly trimmed oli 
some ol the frosting, thereby 
cutting the price about $25,000 
All told. Including architect fees, 
the linal estimated cost of the 
project when the two bids were 
awarded - one to a lirm to build 
the pool itself and the other to a 
second firm to build the 
accompanying facilities — ran 
about $27.0(M} over the available 
funds. 

Aldermen approved Mayor 
Nichols' .suggestion to dip into 
the city's General Fund to raise 
tlie needed money, and Nichols 
immediately notified Orr in the 
hope that the interagency 
committee could help out 
Rutland by recommending more 
tunds from the BOR 
The cost of the pool is being 
funded jointly b\ the city, the 
state, and the HQH The original 
plan was for the stale to provide 
$46,000, the city another S4b.000. 
and the BOR $82.000. bringing 
the available funds up to a total 
Of $IB4.fJOO. 

But complications arose when 
the real cost of the project 
overran the estimated cost by 
the mentioned $50,000. The pool's 
architect. Ernest L. Erickson, 
said much of the cost differential 
could be attributed to rising 
construction costs. 

The contractor who bid lowest 
on the construction of the 
facililies accompanying the pool, 
Donald C Noyes of Rutland, 
together with Erickson, cut 
Noyes's original bid for that 
portion of the project to $93,655. 
or $21,606 less than the original 
bid. 

The bid from the pool 
contractor, Paddock Fools Inc 
of Albany, NY. was also cut. Its 


bid was reduced $6,500 io 
$113,418, The cuts were 
necessary. but both the mayor 
and the architect agreed lhat 
none of the changes would 
detract irom the quality of the 
swimming pool. 

The changes primarily affect 
the parking area and some of the 
mate rials to be used in the pool's 
bathhouse The new pool, to be 
situated on a two-acre site near 
Jackson Avenue in the center of 
White Playground, will be an 
Olympic sized affair with an ell - 
shaped basic plan 
The pool itselt will be L64 feel 
tong and 44 leet wide on one side, 
and 75 feet long and 44 feet wide 
on the other side. Nichols said he 
doesn't know r whether the old! 
pool will be opened along with 
the new one, scheduled for 
completion some lime next 
summer 

The question, he said, depends 
upon the demand The 40-year- 
old Norlh Main Street facility is 
especially costly to operate 
because of its frequentined need 
for repair. 

The state was just awarded 
$630,000 in ROR funds for the 
1970 fiscal year ending June 34 
Orr said Thursday that other 
cities in the stale which are 
sopping up the federal lunds are 
Bennington and Middiebury. 
Bennington is putting $147,535 
into a municipal park project 
and Middiebury is putting 
$ 10O.000 into a similar project. 
Rutland s swimming pool 
project outstrips them both by 
more than 150,000. 

The stale, which usjally funds 
one fourth of municipal 
recreation projects Funded by 
the BOR, is considering upping 
its own share of the cost for such 
projects.

The house is one of four on 
lower West Street where 
gasoline vapors above the 1W per 
coot low explosive level have 
been detected City officials 
tried in November to move the 
families into the Hotel Bard well 
until The gasoline Leak could be 
located and cleared up. 

But none of the eight families 
chose to move at that lime. 
Moodav. Mrs. Cioffi said that 
vapors have appeared to be 
getting worse since ihe snow has 
fallen. , . . 

She said that both she and her 
husband have been suffering 
headaches from the gasoline 
smell which seems to drift 
around their cellar and 
apartment at various strengths. 

A check of the Cioffi cellar 
Monday afternoon revealed a 
slight odor, but Chief Koltonski 
said that odor is stronger on 
some days than on others. 

Either Koltonski or men from 
his department have made 
checks lor explosive gases in the 
Cioffi cellar almost every day 
for the past two weeks. 

Some days we gel explosive 
readings and other days we can 
hardlv find a trace.

'est borings taken on the 
operty of the People 1 s tuel 
■n,i} located across the street 
from the four homes where the 
gasoline odor was detected, 
revealed a mixture of gasoline 
and water in the soil. 

But People's Fuel owner Peter 
Abatiell has said that he is 99 per 
cent sure that the gasoline is not 
leaking from his tanks Abatiell 
has five 20,tH50 gallon fuel tanks 
located at his West Street plant, 
but only one of these contains 
gasoline, , c _ .. 

The other four contain fuel oU 
AIL five of the tanks are located 
above ground, and extensive 
examinations by state and city 
officials have failed to discover 
any leaks in the tanks. 

Arthur Lange, an industrial 
hygiene expert from the s-late 
Health Department, has said 
that the gasoline discovered in 
the soil might be the results of 
spillage since gasoline has a high 
absorption rate. But Abatiell 
said his records show no record 
of any spillage. 

Abatiell has requested 
assistance from the fuel 
companies he represents in an 
attempt to discover the source o 
the leak and find some method of 
stopping the vapors from seeping 
into the four homes 
State Fire Marshal John », 
Vergin has recommended that 
several holes be opened to allow

The Boardof Aldermen Mondav 
unanimously approved a motion

But rather to 
get this matter off the books and 
cleared up once and for all The 
veteran lawmaker said the 
schedule would not call for a 
developer to install a specific 
amount of curbing per year, but 
rather only 
amount, 

"If a developer owes the city 
10,000 square feet of curbing. 1 
would consider i.QOQ square feel 
installed each year for JO years 
as a reasonable amount, 
Perkins said. But it a developer 


1 wouldn't consider 20 ieet pet 
year reasonable, 

Perkins is expected to discuss 
the curbing tssue with Public 
Works Commissioner Lyman H 
Styles at the next meeting of the 
Public Works Committee 
scheduled for Wednesday. 

The Board of Aldermen also 
approved by an 8-i vote a motion 
allowing Recreation and Parks 
Superintendent John W 
Cicffredi to begin work on 
selling up snowmobile trails in 
the municipal forest in Mendun. 
Aldermen Edmund Boyce voted 
against the measure because ot 
potential pollution of the city 
water supply by both the 
snowmobiles and the drivers.

By NICK MARRO 
Recreation and Parks 
Superintendent John W 
Cioffredi Tuesday released his 
plans for a recreational trail 
system in the municipal forest in 
Mendon. 

Monday. Cioffredi obtained 
permission from the Board of 
Aldermen to go ahead with his 
plans to design several 
snowmobile trails through the 
city’s 4.500 acre municipal forest 
in Mendon 

Cioffredi. who has been 
searching for such an area for 
nearly two years, said Tuesday 
preparations for laying out a 
marked trail system for the 
snow vehicles was presently 
being done with the aid of 
Municipal Forester Gene 
Keenan and State Forester 
James Cronin. 

The trio has made extensive 
trips through the municipal 
forest and are familiar with the 
many existing logging roads 
which twist through the city’s 
land. 

Cioffredi said that Keenan, 
Cronin, and Ben Hoffman, a 
state land forester for the state 
Forests & Parks Department, 
have offered their assistance in 
designing the snowmobile trails. 
Hoffman, who is in charge of 
the state snowmobile program 
oa state lands, has said he will 
provide the recreation

In his program, Cioffredi said 
that each of the trails would be 
marked with national standard 
snowmobile trail markers, and 
that a book or pamphlet will be 
published containing the 
locations of the various trails, 
parking locations, and the basic 
rules and regulations governing 
the area 

Parking facilities have been 
located at a rest area near 
Beaver Pond on Route 4 east of 
the state Highway Department 
garage in Mendon. 

The initial snowmobile trail 
system will be located east of the 
Wheelerville Road and Mendon 
Brook, and will contain about 20 
miles of trails. 

The trails will be laid out along 
old abandoned logging roads 
which run through the city 
forest. No major cutting of 
timber will be required to build 
the trails. 

But Cioffredi noted that many 
of the trails will need to be 
cleared of brush and 
undergrowth which has crept 
into the roadways since they 
were last used 

In the present system of trails. 
Cioffredi noted that there would 
be minimal crossing of brooks 
and streams. Crossings that are 
installed will be of a temporary 
nature and could be removed if 
necessary, he said. 

The city forest snowmobile 
trails will be designated as a 
family area and racing and 
racing events will not be 
allowed The area will be open to 
the public, but each person will 
use the area at his own risk, 
according to plans 
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Senior Citizens. Lawrence

He said that the trails used for 
these types of outdoor recreation 
would also be marked and their 
locations indicated on maps. 
Cioffredi also indicated that the 
trails could be of some use 
during the summer months to 
hikers as well as to schools in the 
spring and fall. 

‘Those trails could very well be 
used for conservation and nature 
trails,’ Cioffredi said. “Plus the 
same trails would provide access 
for fire control, and act as fire 
breakers should the municipal 
forest catch fire." 

The area would be closed to the 
public during the critical fire 
periods when the woods are dry, 
Cioffredi indicated When 
questioned about trash left in the 
area by snowmobilers. Cioffredi 
said the Green Mountain 
Snowflyers, a local snowmobile 
club, volunteered to patrol the 
trails and police the area. 
Cioffredi had originally 
proposed a snowmobile trail 
system for the city's municipal 
forest on Pine Hill. But the 
veteran recreation director 
jumped at the opportunity to use 
the much larger municipal forest 
in Mendon. 

Said Cioffredi, "It’s an ideal 
location for such activity. The 
municipal forest is located far 
enough from the city so that the 
residents won't complain about 
the noise the snowmobiles may 
make. 

"The forest in Mendon is much 
larger than the area on Pine Hill, 
the project won’t cost the city 
any money, and it will give the 
residents a chance to see how 
beautiful the city lands really 
are.” Cioffredi added 


Rutland Country Club Con¬ 
sidering Selling 150 Un¬ 
developed Acres.

By NICK MAR no 
Staling enthusiasts in Rutland 
city will be confined to one 
municipal skating rink this 
winter. 

Recreation and Parks 
Superintendent John W 
Cioffredi Monday said that a 
decision has been made to 
operate only one targe 
municipal skating rink this 
winter instead of the usual three 
smaller ottes.- 

Cioffredi Monday said that lack 
of attendance at Meadow Street 
and White Playgrounds were 
the prime reasons for the 
decision to operate only one 
large rink- 

But he also cited a shortage of 
persons willing to operate the 
ri nfcs in supervisory positions 
‘’Attendance at White and 
Meadow Street playgrounds 
during the past two years has 
declined to the point where the 
department thinks it best to 
operate one large skating rink 
rather than the three smaller 
ones," Cioffredi said 

'Since the attendance at 
Rotary has been the best, we 
decided that the larger rink be 
located there,’ he added. 
Cioffredi also cited a problem in 
getting adults to run and 
supervise the rinks. 

We haven’t been able to find 
anyone who is willing to run the 
skating rinks at White or 
Meadow Street, and nobody’s 
volunteered for the job,” 
Cioffredi said Without proper 
supervision, the department 
can t take the responsibility for 
the children 

We had a young couple who 
acted as supervisors at the 
Meadow Street rink last season,

To start his program. Cioffredi

Hits Gallagher for Pool Distortion

Mayor Harold J. Nichols came 
growling out of "retirement’ on 
the weekend before Election Day 
here, and the object of his ire 
was Alderman John F 
Gallagher, or at least 
Gallagher’s campaign support ■ 
ers. 

The Gallagher people have been 
making snide remarks about the 
mayor's role in obtaining a new 
swimming pool, and Mayor 
Nichols said Sunday that their 
statements were "not true. ' 

The sharp jab highlighted an 
otherwise dull campaign by nine 
candidates for five aldermanic 
slots. 

The mayor in Rutland is named 
every two years, and this is an 
"off year for Nichols, so his 
emergence into the polilicat 
campaign came as something of 
a surprise. 

Among the most surprised were 
(he supporters of Gallagher, who 
is seeking another term on the 
Board of Aldermen. They have 
been saying in recent years that 
the mayor nearly lost the city a 
chance to get a new swimming 
pool, and that Gallagher was 
chiefly responsible for seeing 
that the new pool gained icderal 
funds. 

Untrue, snapped Mayor 
Nichols Sunday, nnd he made no 
secret of his unhappiness with 
the Gallagher people, if not with 
Gallagher himself. 

The mayor said he and his 
administration look proper steps 
to get funds for the new pool, 
from the time the issue was 
voted in Rutland Nichols said he 
had been dealing with the 
Interagency Committee on 
Natural Resources in Montpelier 
and US Rep, Robert T 
Stafford. R-Vt. 

Gallagher supporters implied 
on the weekend that if Gallagher 
hadn't gone to Washington to see 
U S Sen. Winston L Prouty R 
Vl., the city might not have 
received the federal aid it needs 
to build the new pool. 

That was what irked Mayor 
Nichols the most. 

Nichols said that the 
application for federal aid was 
filed with the Interagency 
Committee in February. 19tki. He 
pointed out that the application, 
upon approval of the Interagency 
Committee, was filed in 
Washington by the state, 

Nichols said the funds needed 
for the project did not became 
available until past July 1.

The mayor also pointed out that 
Rep. Stafford worked closely 
with the mayor’s olfice lor two 
years in obtaining the necessary 
lufids. 

Said Nichols: I appreciate Mr. 
Gallagher's interest in seeing 
that the pool became a reality, 
but 1 fail to understand how his 
VVashington influence was 
instrumental in expediting the 
release of federal money for 
construction of the facility/ 

The accusations bv the 
Gallagher supporters marked 
the second lime that the young 
lawmaker has entered into a 
confrontation with Rutland s 
veteran mayor. 

Earlier in his term Gallagher 
threatened Mayor Nichols with a 
court injunction to prevent a city 
planned cutback ot a seel ion ol 
West Street near Main Street 
Park. But for unknown reasons 
Gallagher torgot about the 
injunction and quietly slipped out 
ol the aldermanic limelight. 

Gallagher is one of live 
incumbents, who with four other 
hopefuls, are seeking five seats 
on (he Board ot Aldermen. 

Also running are Aldermen. 
Joseph Abel. Craigue S, Perkins. 
Robert Harrison and Roger M, 
Pike Trying to unseat one of the 
live incumbents are lormer 
Alderman Don C. McIntosh, 
chairman of the Board of 
Assessors Robert W. Fox 
Joseph Lem mo, and Paul B. 
Thayer. 

Gallagher, in addition to taking 
credit for getting the city funds 
lor the swimming pooi, has 
taken a campaign stand backing 
the proposed $5 8 million high 
school and the reappraisal and 
rezoning of the city by outside 
professional help, 

The other lour incumbents 
haven't done much campaigning 
for re-election 

Abel, who is serving as 
president of the Board of 
Aldermen, is a 28-year veteran 
of the hoard. He is running a 
campaign based on keeping the 
city's water supply clean, 
reminding the city's voters that 
he led the charge to prevent 
mountain resorts from dumping 
raw sewage into the city s water 
supply. 

He said he will continue his 
efforts to fight for water fit to 
drink, or to put in scotch. 

Abel has also told voters he is

vitally concerned about the tax 
dollar, and is in favor ot 
reappraisal by an outside f irm. 
Perkins, considered by many as 
the workhorse ol the board, 
hasn't campaigned too hard for 
re election and is running on 
what he has accomplished during 
the past 10 years he spent on the 
board. 

The veteran alderman has 
come out m support of the $5.9 
million proposed high school, 
and has indicated that be would 
propose a study of the possibility 
01 replacing part of the city's 
property tax money with funds 
derived trom a local income tax 
The retired chemist spends 
much ol his lime researching 
proposals before the aldermen 
He is now undertaking major 
revision of the City Charter, and 
has got the aldermen moving on 
lour major projects which he 
would like to see carried out. 
Among those projects are a pilot 
sidewalk construction program, 
a sanitary landfill 10 rep lace the 
city's dump, and plans to share 
water and sewage tacilities with 
Rutland Town. 

Pike has divided the city's 
major problems in lour areas - 
reassessment, zoning, schools 
and environmental pollution. He 
has estimated that halt the city 5 
5,200 pieces of property are 
appraised below the fair market 
value Reappraisal will lower 
the tax rale and distribute the 
tax load more fairly, he said- 
Fike said the city needs zoning 
changes that would allow more 
room for multi-family housing 
and industry. 

Ho has come out in support ot

I orest and was 
dismayed by Monday's 
alder manic action. 

i was very disappointed to 
hear ot the aldermen s decision, 
but not totally surprised. 
Cioffredi said Tuesday 
He pointed out that the 
aldermen had him over a barrel, 
that be was Sell with no 
alternatives except back the 
aldermen s decision. 

When they brought up 
pollution as one ot the reasons 
lor prohibiting snowmobiles 
irom the city Forest they left me 
without any guns to fire back.' 
Cioffredi said. How can I argue 
against the aldermen when 1 
have no proof that the 
snowmobiles do not contribute 
pollution to the city's watershed. 

"Not too long ago a 
representative Irom the stale 
Water Resources Department 
told the Rotary Club that any 
form of activity in the city s 
watershed was opt to cause 
some type L >( pollution. 
CioHredi added 1 

The municipal forest with 
acres ol iand would have 
been the ideal place for 
snowmobiling since more t han 50 
miles of trails already exist,he 
added 'But since the aldermen 
are opposed to the idea we will 
turn our attention to the Pine 
Hill area. ' 

The city owns £73 lares ot land 
on Pine Hill and h. has been 
suggested that the Area be used 
for a variety oi Recreational 
activities. But CcoHredi pointed 
out that many residents in the 
vicinity of Pine Hill are opposed 
to allowing snowmobiling there 
because of the noise made by the 
machines. 

Cioffredi said Tuesday that the 
city should definitely provide 
some location lor snowmobiMB 
"The sport is rapidly growing in 
pop ula r tty,' C loft redi sa id.

He said it the snowmobile 
enthusiasts in the area feet they 
haven't been given a fair shake 
they should go to the Board ol 
Aldermen. 

The aldermen Monday decided 
not to allow snowmobiling in the 
municipal forest after bearing a 
verbal blast about the possibility 
of pollution by clean water 
proponent Joseph Abel, the ( 
president of the board, and a 
report Iron) City Ally. Richard 
W. Norton citing a possible 
Liability problem. 

Speaking from the I loot. Abel 
made a motion to ban all forms 
of recreation from the city 
lorest. but after much discussion 
Abel's request was limited to 
snowmobiling only 

The decision tn prevent 
snowmobiles came about after if 
was pointed out that the snow- 
vehicles are already being 
operated in the city forest 
without regard to (he city’s 
tee!mgs on fhe matter. 

The posting of signs will ad as 
a way to indicate that the city 
frowns on snowmobiling in the 
forest, will not accept liability 
for injuries received there, and 
will enforce the city's right to 
prohibit trespassers to deter 
snowmobiling, 

The board's actions followed a 
report by Norton while he drew 
upon court decisions, research 
on snowmobile casualties, and 
bookwork on snowmobiling _ 

Norton concluded his four-page 
letter to tho aldermen that the 
city could not create snowmobile 
trails m the lcrest without 
incurring complex maintenance 
problems and liability lor 
casualties.
